HUNTSVILLE, Ala. — The Sa- 
turn IB booster (S-IB stage) was 


ntntin £: 1 
static fired last week at the NASA- 


Marshall Space Flight Center for 
the first time. 

The booster, an improvement 
upon the Saturn I first stage (S-I), 
was fired for about 30 seconds. 
NASA officials said the firing, con- 
ducted by the Chrysler Corp., ap- 
parently met all objectives, based 
on early evaluation of data. 

The S-IB stage is lighter and 
more powerful than its predeces- 
sor S-I. It is powered by eight 
Rocketdyne H-1 engines, each 
developing 200,000 pounds thrust, 
compared to 188,000 pounds for 
S-I engines. Thus this stage pro- 
duces 1.6 million pounds thrust, 
100,000 more than the S-L 

Yesterday’s firing was the first 
test of the uprated 8-engine clus- 
ter. This booster produced more 
thrust than any tested at Marshall 
previously. 

This booster was made by Chry- 
sler, prime S-IB contractor, at 
NASA’s Michoud Operations in 
New Orleans. It arrived here about 
three weeks ago and will be fired 
at least one more time before 
being returned to New Orleans.

MARCH STATE 
WELFARE PAYMENTS 
SHOW INCREASE 


Mississippi’s public assistance 
caseload totaled 115,020 cases for 
March. Miss Evelyn Gandy, Com- 
missioner of Public Welfare, said 
old age assistance and aid to the 
needy blind’ programs showed a 
decrease in recipients and amount 
of funds paid. A slight increase 
was noted for other recipients of 
public welfare. 

Total payments for March 
amounted to $4,457,445, an increase 
of $5,030 from February. An aver- 
age monthly grant of $37.13 was 
made to 172,979 aged people; 
2,623 blind people received average 
monihiy grants of $49.48; there 
were 66,311 dependent children 
who received an average of $12.42; 
and 18,678 permanently and total- 
ly disabled received $43.37 as 
average grants. 

Private hospitals provided care 
for 1,153 old age assistance recipi- 
ents and 22 aid to the blind recipi- 
ents. Cost of Hospital Care totaled 
$158,547.29 of which $155,956.62 
was for old age assistance recipi- 
ents and $2,590.67 for aid to the 
blind recipients. Each recipient is 
eligible for a maximum of 20 hospi- 
tal days each year. 

There were 765 children in foster 
boarding homes at a cost of $31,- 
874.12 paid from federal, state, and 
local funds. Most of these children 
are dependent or neglected. 

The Commodity Program 
through the cooperation of 62 
County Boards of Supervisors 
with the Welfare Department dis- 
tributed surplus food with an 
estimated value of $2,298,700.00 
to 317,116 needy persons. Counties 
have the option as to whether or 
not they will participate in the 
Commodity Program.

A 17-year-old Ohio boy expanded 
his project from 800 chickens in a 
two-story barn to more than 4,000 
caged layers. He found better 
management of his flock was neces- 
sary, and with the help of his 
parents, took steps to bring this 
about. 

Another teen-ager more than 
doubled the size of his flock by em- 
ploying new practices learned in 
his 4H Club. A girl used her 
poultry know-how as a junior 
leader and helped younger mem- 
bers. Along the way, she made 
more than 90 poultry exhibits and 
reported a gross income of some 
$7,000 over a six-year period. 

Efforts like these are acknow- 
ledged and rewarded in various 
way. Each year the Extension Ser- 
vice names county, state and na- 
tional winners of awards provided 
by the poultry program sponsor, 
Heisdorf & Nelson Farms, Inc. of 
Kirkland, Washington. 

Six $500 educational scholarships 
will again be given to the highest 
ranking members in the nation. 
The state winner will be a dele- 
gate to the National 4H Club 
Congress next fall as a guest of 
the sponsor. Up to four members 
in each county may receive a hand- 
some gold-filled poultry medal.
